Officers said he still 
was berseerk and they had to 
overpower him before they 
could rush him to a hospital in 
Alexandria. He died there 
shortly afterward. 

Neighbors said Matthews had 
been ill recently, complaining 
of headaches and eye trouble. 
They said he had planned to 
get a complete physical exami- 
nation soon, 

Police said he apparently fin- 
ished breakfast before his fam- 
ily, went into the basement, got 
a baseball bat and then re- 
turned upstairs and started 
bludgeoning the family. A 
next-door neighbor, John Lee, 
said he unde Matthews 
was quite normal just before 
the attack. 

Matthews’s brother, Roy, and 
two sisters, Mrs. Grace Cress- 
man and Mrs, Margaret Burd, 
live in Washington, NJ. Roy 
Matthews said he did not know 
what could have 
brought on the tragedy.

Safety on the River 


The Post-Dispatch is to be com- 
plimented for its factual report- 
ing and excellent photograph in 
the coverage of the near tragic 
boat accident on the Mississippi 
river last Sunday. Undoubtedly, 
this will help acquaint pleasure 
boaters with the necessity of stay- 
ing clear of moored barges—par- 
ticularly of the upstream side. 

The National Safe Boating Com- 
mittee, of which I am chairman, 
is currently conducting a wide- 
spread ecducational campaign to 
promote safe practices on waters 
used jointly by operators of com- 
merrtial and pleasure craft. In the 
Unifed States Coast Guard Auxil- 
fa n Course on 
Safe Boat Handling, N.S.B.C. 
warhs: “Never maneuver your 
boat upstream of a moored barge 
—or a fleet of pacores barges in 
a river where there is a current. 
An extremely powerful undertow 
exists at the upstream end of the 
barge. This undertow is powerful 
enoggh to draw an average pleas- 
ure ‘craft under the barge. It is 
unugual for boaters caught in such 
a trap to escape with their lives.” 
»5.B.C, also advises, “If it is 
nec@ssary — in an emergency — to 
appfoach a moored barge, always 
appfoach from downstream. In 
tha way, in the event of motor 
failgre, you and your craft will 
not be drawn beneath the barge.”
